Two members of the subcommittee 
which has been investigating the needs 
of the various. departments—Alderman 
Armistead and Councilman Smith—are 
in favor of an issue of $4,100,000, while

of the subcommittee, is of the opinion 
that the city will be acting with com- 
mendable prudence if it will keep the 
entire bond issue to within $3,500,000. 

Needs of the Schools. 

The committee unanimous as to 
the amount needed by all other depart- 
ments except the schools. Alderman 
Armistead, who is chairman of the 
school committee of council, is strongly 
advocating an issue of $1,500,000 for 
school purposes only and $2,600,000 for 
the of the various other depart- 
ments, or $4,100,000 for all purposes, 
while Alderman Nutting is contending 
for $1,000,000 for schools, or a 
grand of $3,600,000 for all pur- 
poses. 

The committee’s report which ¢6x- 
presses the attitudes of the three mem- 
bers of the subcommittee, was sub- 
mitted to the general committee Friday 
afternoon. Alderman John 8S. Candler 
is chairman of: the general committee. 
The committee heard an argument from 
Judge George Hillyer, in which he 
urged that the city not go inte a bond 
issue at this time. 

Judge Hillyer’s argument was cove + 
lat the present time is not opportur 
for a bond issue, citing the European 
war and general)financial conditions 
throughout the cfuntry as his reason. 
lie also took the position that the city 
should not attempt to issue bonds with- 
out income behird*‘them, but he did not 
argue that the city should deprive it- 
self of improvements. He said that a 
bond issue should not be floated until 
conditions become such that there ts 

not other relief. 
Nutting Defends Issue. 

Alderman Nutting argued against 
Judge Hillyer's contention. He pointed 
out that Atlanta’s borrowing capacity 
has reached a margin of $12,000,000, 
and pointed out further that even with 
the city’s outstanding indebtedness it 
still has a borrowing margin of $7,000,- 
000. Xiderman Nutting answered the 
afgmument that the city will have a hard 
time selling bonds at this time, by 
pointing out that the bonds issued by 
this city have a greater attraction than 
the bonds of the city of New York, for 
the reason that the constitution of New 
York state contains no provision such 
as the Georgia constitution which re- 
quires the indorsement of the voters 
before they can be issued.

Chicago, December 4.—Colonel Chas. 
Alexander, a Providence millionaire, 
indicted here charged With violation of 
the Mann act, has been arrested 
Providence, according to an announce- 
ment here by Charles F. Clyne, district 
attorney. He is charged with trans- 
porting Miss Jessie Cope, of Los An- 
geles, Cal, from Los Angeles to 
Chicago. 

Miss Cope under surveillance of 
federal officers in Chicago and it is 
reported the grand jury will consider 
charges of extortion, said to have been 
made against her. 

Colonel Alexander is a member of 
the ‘firm of Alexander Bros., at Provi- 
dence, and a director of the Canadian 
Steel company, according to a state- 
ment issued by District Attorney Clyne. 

“Colonel Alexander met Miss Cope 
at a social gathering in Los Angeles 
two vears ago,” the statement said. 
“He explained he would procure a di- 
voree and marry her. Then he pro- 
ceeded to make violent love to Miss 
Cope. 

“The evidence of the girl shows she 
relied on his promise to marry her. 
At his suggestion Miss Cope met him 
in Chicago February 13, 1913. They 
occupied connecting rooms at a down- 
town hotel. Later they went to New 
Orleans and from there to California.

GENERAL DE WET JAILED; 
IN SHADOW OF GALLOWS 


London, December 5.—(1:40 a. m.)— 
Telegraphing from Johannesburg, 
Reuter’s correspondent says: 

“General Christian De Wet, the rebel 
leader, arrived here today guarded by 
soldiers with fixed bayonets. He was 
taken through streets linefl with excit- 
ed populace and. placed in the fort a 
prisoner, pending a probable court- 
martial. 

“Whether De Wet will be hanged asa 
traitor cannot be predicted. That some 
factions favor this, however, is indi- 
cated by the tone of the press, which 
urges government action against those 
behind the scenes who stimulated De 
Wet and other rebels to action. Those 
co-traitors, it is added, should. be 
brought to the shadow of the geal- 
lows.’

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Prisons Hold Innocent Men 
Convicted by Unfair Trials 


---Warden ®. #. Moyer 


Declaring that prisons everywhere 
hold innocent men, cenvicted by unfair 
trials, Warden W. H. Moyer, of the 
federal prison in Atlanta, delivered an 
interesting address at the Atlanta Law 
sehool Friday afternoon. 

Warden Moyer first discussed the 
causes of crime and the methods of 
handling ¢riminals in a prison so that 
the greatest amount of good might be 
accomplished and the prisoner reform- 
ed if possible. He told of the many 
innovations at the federal prison for the 
development of the prisoner, such as 
schools, libraries, orchestra work and 
other features of prison life unheard 
of a few years ago. All of this, he 
said, is being done on the theory of 
making the prisoner a better man, and 
a better member of sdétiety when he 
is dismissed from the prison. 

Too Many Unfair Trials. 

“T hope you will pardon my thus 
taking the viewpoint of the prisoner in 
this address,’ said Warden Moyer, “but 
the reason for this viewpoint being ini- 
pressed so indelibly on me is the fact 
that I have become convinced that in 
many cases the prisoner has not been 
given a fair trial. 7 

“If solicitors and other prosecuting 
attorneys would try, not merely to win 
their case or to send men to jail, but 
for the scle purpose of 


dealing unerring justice, the entire

“Frequently a prisoner is too poor 
to hire a lawyer, for instance, and when 
one is appointed by the fcourt he goes 
only superficially into thé case and too 
often trades with the solicitor for a 
limited sentence for the prisoner when 
the man is really innocent and ought to 
be freed. » > 

Asks Students to Aid Justice. 

“If you, as young lawyers, going out 
into the world to practice law, ever rise 
to the honored posts of solicitors and 
district attorneys,’ said Warden Moyer, 
“put justice above everything else 
Do not 
try to win your case at all hazards. 
Do not try to send all men to fail, 
merely because that is your business, 
but see that justice is done to _ all, 
rich and poor alike.’ 

Warden Moyer also discussed at 
length in his address the Lombroso 
theory of hereditary crime, and madea 
strong argument in opposition to it. 
He declared that criminals are made 
by environment and circumstance, and 
not by heredity. 

Telling of his experience and contact 
with over 5,000 prisoners during the 
past ten years, Warden Moyer said that 
not one of all these 5,000 cases upheld 
the theory of hereditary crime. Social 
conditions, he said, are often respon- 
sible for leading children into crime, 
because of not giving them the proper 
surroundings and opportunities.

Contrary to the report that there 
was dissension in the ranks of the 
Ansley executive force, both J. B. 
Pound, the’ retiring’ president, and 
President Hall declared Friday after- 
noon that the Ansley was progressing 
better than ever under the new man- 
agement, and its prosperity had been 
so gratifying that the stockholders at 
the regular meeting Friday had de- 
cided to increase the capital stock 
from $200,000 to $300,000.

WAR'S MILLSTONES 
SLOWLY CRUSHING 
7,000,000 BELGIANS 


Cut From Food Supply by 
Both Germans and Allies, 
Their Only Hope Is in Re- 
lief From America. 


London. December 4.—Herbert Clark 
Hoover, chairman of the American com- 


mission for relief in Belgium, returned 


to London today after a week's trip 
of inspection in Belgium. He report- 
ed that distribution of food is well un- 
der way, but declared famine still 
threatens the population and that on 
account-of the attitude of the belliger- 
ents the Belgians must still appeal to 
the people of the United States for re- 


lief. 

“It is difficult to state the position 
of the civil population of Belgium with- 
out appearing hysterical,’’ said Mr. 
Hoover's statement. “I do not know 
that history presents any parallel of a 
population of 7,000,000 people surround- 
ed by a ring of steel and utterly una- 
ble by any conceivable effort of their 
own to save themselves. 

Dependent on Imports. 

“From the nature of things it is im- 
possible for the commission even to 
possess an opinion in the rights and 
wrongs which have created this situa- 
tion. The Germans state flatly that 
the people of Belgium are normally de- 
pendent on the importation of food- 
stuffs for five-sixths of their subsist- 
ence; that the Germanschave not the 
slightest objection to the Belgians or 
anyone else importing food into Bel- 
gium; that it. is not the Germans who 
have blocked the overseas supply and 
that ere is no obligation upon them 
to feed the. civil population which 
could, through the normal course of 
trade, obtain subsistence. The allies, 
on the other hand, contend that a free 
port for the importation of foodstuffs 
into Belgium virtually would amount 
to an entreport for food supplies for 
the Germans. It ts enough for us that 
there are 7,000,000 peoplé ground be- 
tween two gigantic millstones. 

“We are meeting with no obstruction 
from the military authorities in Bel- 
gium. Not one loaf of bread or one 
spoonful of salt that we have introduced 
has been.taken by the military. The 
most stringent orders have been given 
that we shall have no interference and 
our members meet with assistance in 
all quarters. 

“There are considerable quantities of 
vegetables available in certain dis- 
tricts. 
is a supply of cereals for two or three 
weeks, but in certain other localities 
there has been no Dread available for 
mere-than a fortnight. 
will be dependent on us for bread with- 
in thirty days. 

Clock Stopped in Belgium. 

“So far our efforts necessarily have 
been devoted to provisioning the larger 
centers. It requires. organization and 
patience to penetrate the outlying 
towns and villages. It will be diffi- 
cult for the people of'the United States 
to comprehend the difficulties which 
we meet with in purely executive mat- 
ters in the elaboration of this work. 

“The clock has stopped in Belgium. 
An industrial country, Aependent on the 
overseas before, is wélled up, with 70 
per cent of the people idle. There are 
no telegraphs, telephones. railways or 
postoffices, except for military pur- 
poses. The Belgians, of a military ne- 
cessity, are not allowed to pass from 
their own towns and consequently there 
is no communication throughout the 
country except by personal visits of our 
own members. 

“Transportation by rail is possible in 
only a few directions, and then must 
await military necessity. The won- 
derful canal'system is blocked in many 
places by the destruction of briages, 
and some canals have been allowed to 
run dry. Therefore it becomes part of 
our business to get these cleared and 
to stimulate the subsidtary transport 
services of the country, not only for 
the transportation of our food, but to 
permit the transportation of coal from 
the Belgian mines—a sore necessity 
this winter. 

“There are no courts and the pris- 
ons have been emptied, but the gen- 
darmerie have remained at their posts 
and are both policemen and judges. 
The people are law-abiding. Central 
and provincial governments have dis- 
appeared. City and commugal govern- 
ments, however, still exist and through 
them the distribution of food is being 
arranged. The Belgians‘ are applying 
themselves to the perfection of tbis 
organization, and if we lacked any oth- 
er inspiration for exertion to save 
these people, sufficient lies in this de- 
voted work of the rich and the poor, a 
veritable democracy of famine, ,which 
is working day and night to perform 
its part. 

Food Tickets Issued. 

“The detail of this method is that. 
after investigation by the communal 
authorities, food tickets are issued in- 
dicating the number and amount of 
rations to which the holder is entitled. 
and twice daily this ticket is presented 
by the holder to the food canteens for 
its quota and is punched daily. Each 
ration consists of bread, soup contain- 
ing potatoes, together with a little 
coffee and salt. 

“All those who can afford to 
compelled to pay the communal 
thorities at the rate of 4 cents 
diem per ration. The destitute 
given tickets gratis. The communal 
authorities contribute to the relief 
committee 1 cent per diem per capita 
on the total tickets issued in their 
eommune, they obtaining this revenue 
from the tickets sold or by public sub- 
scription in the communes through the 
national committee under our super 
vision. These funds ultimately become 
a valuable asset to ug for the purchase 
of food.

An unofficial dispatch from Petrograd 
says the battle of Lodz has ended in 
success for the Russians, but this 
statement contradicts the Berlin offi- 
cial report, which says the German 
offensive in-Poland is taking its nor- 
mal course.

There is an inclination to be- 
lieve that had there beén probability 
of an early success for the Germans 
in this field Emperor William, who 
has returned to Berlin, would have re- 
mained to witness the victory.

Mr. Mor- 
genthau added that other French ref- 
ugees were arriving at those three 
cities daily, and from that state de- 
partment officials infer that a general 
expulsion of the French has been un- 
dertaken. Mr. Morgenthau’s dispatch 
did not mention like aetion against na- 
tionals of other belligerents, nor say 
what measures would be adopted to 
get the Freneh out the Ottoman 
empire. 

Mr. Morgenthau also reported the ar- 
rest at Constantinople of an English- 
man supposed to be Sir Edwin Pears, 
for whose release he has made repre- 
sentations to the Porte. Dr. Louis 
Mizzi, a lawyer from Malta, and Colo- 
nel Churchill, whose nationality was 
not stated, but who is a former police 
officer, have been arrested in Constan- 
tinople and taken to Cesarea.

Approximate figures of what the state 
and national banks of Georgia have now 
owing to them stress, as never before, The 
Constitution’s contention that the farmer 
with his cotton holds in the hollow of his 
hand not only his own prosperity but the 
prosperity of the entire state.

lf City Man Co-operates, 
Problems of Farmer 


Will Reach Solution 


con - 


Editor Constitution: I note with interest 
article signed by L. A. Niven. The Georgia 
farmer certainly has a perfect right to ex- 
pect prices for his products in competition 
with any and all other goods of the same 
grades. Our farmer has known but one 
money. crop—cotton. He has not studied 
marketing of hays, grains .and other farm 
products as Closely as the farmer from that 
section where these articles are the money 
crops. But oi%® fatmer its no fool. He is our 
brother, father or coustn. He is as intelli- 
gent, as honest and as conscientious as we 
men who have come to the city, and due to 
his surroundings and environments in the 
greater number of cases a great deal more 
conscientious than we of the city. 

Now, it is an error to say this brother of 
ours absolutely will not prepare his hays, 
grains and other produce so as to compete 
with other sections for our home markets. 
Let us here in the city where we need the 
things our farmers can raise help this farm- 
er by showing him how we need his product 
prepared. If 'we want a good, clean, bright 
peavine hay, our farmer can grow it for us. 
If this hay is equal in feed value to Timothy 
(and 1 contend it is more than equal) let us 
at least put his hay on a competitive basis 
with this Timothy. If he does not cure it In 
exactly the way we need it, the demonstra- 
tion agents of his railroad will take pleasure 
in instructing him in the ‘best methods of 
curing, baling and marketing it. 

Let us go further. Create a market for 
the surplus of vegetables and all farm prod- 
ucts our farmers can raise. Nothing will 
add more to making him produce everything 
he needs at home than the assurance that if 
he raises a few bushels more of this or tpat 
article than he needs for his own consump- 
tion, that there is a market for it at a fair 
price. For example, he figures he will need 
the potatoes from one acre of land for his 
own table. He finds when time comes to 
gather these potatoes that the yield has been 
larger than he expected and that he has 
raised more of some other things than he ex- 
pected, so that he has a few bushels that 
must ibe disposed of or become a ‘waste to 
him. Now we have a reliable man in his 
community who tells him to assort those po- 
tatoes, putting in one bag the largest, one 
bag the medium size and feed the very small 
ones to his live stock. Send the large and 
medium size into town to him and he in turn 
will take these and some from his neighbor 
either in exchange for goods at his store or 
on commission and forward to a_ reliable 
commission house at Atlanta to be sold, 
Would it not be natural and just that the 
consumer here would pay just as much for 
his potatoes as they would for those shipped 
here from other states? Then we are told 
that our farmer cannot raise turnips. Why? 
Because our hot summer climate produces a 
pithy or hollow turnip. But show this farm- 
er that by planting his~turnip after the se- 
vere hot weather is over he can raise them, 
not quite so large as the Canadian turnip, 
but just as fine in flavor, and won't he plant 
them at the proper time? Can't he secure 
this necessary instruction from our agricul- 
tural department? Let him ask Mr. Price, 
our commissioner. I1°‘say right here that 
Georgia, can raise better hay, oats, potatoes, 
onions, cabbages and turnips and put them 
before our own consumers at a profit to the 
producers at an equal if not a less cost to 
the consumer than he is now getting from 
outside our state. 


A Local Market. 


Now here is a plan which I feel is feasible 
and will prove profitable to the farmer, the 
actual consumer and the stockholders of the 
undertaking. Let some of our citizens get 
together and put up by subscriptions of not 
over $500 each enough capital to operate a 


Georgia farm produce commission house at/ 


Handle all farm products strictly 
on commission. Through our press and iby 
other means show this farmer just ‘where 
and how to prepare his products to get the 
best price for them. Through the assistance 
of the railroads and the small banks through 
the state secure in every town a reliable 
young man willing to act as foriwarding 
agent for the farmer. Accumulating enough 
products to secure the lowest freight on 
same, forward to the warehouse at Atlanta 
for sale. Then the house here sell to the 
best advantage, send the forwarding agent 
proceeds less handling charge and a reason- 
able commission from the sale of same, 
along with instructions for the better prepa- 
ration of such article for the ‘best sule of 
same, should there be other shipments of this 
kind later from his territory. The commis - 
sion house here would make a good profit on 
their labor, the farmer would find a market 
for his surplus and would have an incentive 
to raise what he needed himself, and the 
actual consumer would reap the benefit 
only directly but ‘would soon find this policy 


would benefit him e thwreby by keeping all

this money at home, therebs giving our mer- 
chants another chance a all this money that 
is now being sent completely out of our 
eommunity. Pay it to our farmer, and our 
merchants and our bankers Know it wilt 
eventually find its way into their coffers. 

Now. we in the cotton seed products bus- 
iness know that there is an army of men 
making a living handling the products of the 
oil mills on commission. There are only 
about one hundred mills in our state. if 
these mills find it to their interest to patron- 
ive a commission man, why does not the 
farmer who has only a very small quantity 
of an article for sale need a commission man 
to assist him? He, does and the farmer and 
commission man will both profit by this co- 
operation. Nolw is the time to put this into 
operation. If we will show the farmer that 
we are ready to assist him in disposing of 
his hays, grains and produce he will co-oper- 
ate with us and will raise whatever we can 
show him a sale for. There is no better way 
of getting him to raise his own needs than 
to show him that he can raise them and sell 
them at a profit In competition with the sec- 
tions now supplying him with them.

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Farm Life Democracy 
Given Recommendation 


Editor Constitution: Mrs. Black's recent 
article in The Constitution has brought up 
a live subject—knowing her farm and the 
care she uses as manager. She and those 
similarly situated are the fortunate class 
that can do as she is doing (only ten times 
as extensively) when I visited with the lady 
her beautiful place. “We all” must not do 
the same thing, but she can put two-thirds 
of her farm into grass and alfalfa, breed fine 
stock, feed it, have it grow up to usefulness 
and help supply the demand for pure bred 
stock of various kinds. First, Herefords for 
beef: ten thousand head of pure breeds are 
wanted today in Georgia and adjoining 
states. : 3 

A few years ago I helped put in Georgia 
six hundred Herefords from Texas, note the 
grades at Agricultural colleges and others 
their descendants. Second, Holsteins for 
milk—to raise dairy stock and milk for pigs. 
I have averaged over a letter a week for 
the past ten or twelve years requesting one 
or more Holsteins (as I was for years a 
breeder of those unsurpassable cattle). Third, 
pigs, but this detail need not be carried out. 
This is the aristocracy of farming. 

But the vast majority of the farming com- 
munities are the pure democracy of farm 
life. Now what is that? Simply every one 
good as his neighbor and self-sustaining. Not 
sell a thing off his farm that can not walk 
off unless it be his butter and cheese the 
wife takes to town to buy her things with. 
His patch of cotton, yes,-but only what he 
and his boy can attend to. This is to be his 
money crop supplemented with a few fat 
hogs, poultry and dairy products and not 
try or expect to sell a pound of hay, oats 
or corn—that is a symptom of pure ignorance 
to sell these feed crops. 

One half his farm should be in grass 
pastures with one-fifth of that in alfalfa, 
and all can raise this wonderful legume if 
he only uses lime three to five tons per acre, 
and the rates will finally get so one can use

DETAILS OF WAR TAX WHICH 
BUSINESS MEN MUST NOW PAY 


Of moving interest to all business men 
of the country, whether they are owners of 
a general merchandise business in a remote 
hamlet or the managers of a metropolitan 
department store, is the use of the wam tax 
stamp and the special tax stamp. 

The war tax, of which the stamp is the 
certificate of payments, is in reality an emer- 
gency tax to meet a deficiency in the income 
of the United States government. The pres- 
ent war in Europe has caused a decrease in 
the nation’s imports. There is a correspond- 
ing shrinkage in the government's tariff and 
import duties that must be met. The pres- 
ent war tax imposed therefor commenced 
December 1, 1914, and expires by limitation 
December 31, 1915. 

The special tax is an annual tax at fixed 
rates and is similar to a city or state license. 
War Tax Proper. 

The documentary stamps and the pro- 
prietary stamps come under the head of the 
war tax proper. They are purchased the 
Same as postage stamps, only obtained from 
a collector of internal revenue. When used, 
these documentary and proprietary stamps 
may be canceled by pen and ink, giving 
the initials and date, or a rubber stamp may 
be used which will give the same informa- 
tion. 

All grocers, druggists, owners of depart- 
ment stores, general merchants and others 
liajle to this war tax, who shall sell any 
article to a consumer held taxable within 
the limitations of this law which does not 
bear the proper stamp, will be subject to a 
severe penalty. It is possible for the stock 
of the person or firm committing this vio- 
lation to be seized. 

In general those subject to the special tax 
imposed are brokers, pawnbrokers, com- 
mercial brokers, custom house brokers, pro- 
prietors of theaters, museums, or concert 
halls, including moving picture shows, pro- 
prietors of bowling alleys or billiard rooms, 
proprietors of circuses, commission mer- 
chants, proprietors or agents of public ex- 
hibitions, retail and wholesale dealers in 
tobacco of any form, and manufacturers of 
cigars and cigarettes according to produc- 
tion. 

Documentary stamps must be affixed to 
all deeds, bonds, notes, transfers of stock, 
proxies, and all documents of like character, 
as well as wines and cordials. 


Proprietary Stamps. 

Proprietary stamps are to be attached to 
a wide class of articles, such as cosmetics. 
perfumes, hair oils, hair restorers, hair dies. 
vaseline, chewing gum, and manufactured 
products of similar’ kinds that some person 
pot a ri have exclusive right to make and 
sell. 


So great has been the demand for these 
tax stamps and so many have been the let- 
ters of inquiry addressed to the offices of 
distribution that the revenue officials have 
found themselves literally swamped in meet- 
ing the difficulties of their situation. How- 
ever, they expect to catch up with the re- 
quirements of conditions in a very few days. 
They are unanimous in asking that the mem- 
bers of the general public exercise a little 
patience during the first days of distribution. 

The following lists tabulate the various 
uses of the war tax stamps and the rates:

Because we believe you want facts and not prejudice in such matiers of 
public interest as City Electrician R. C. Turner’s present effort to agitate a 
gas-rate reduction, we are offering you here the real truth regarding some 
details about which Mr. Turner seeks to misinform you. Mind you, we are 
not attacking him. He attacks us, and we claim the privilege of answering 
through the same medium he employs —in this instance, your public prints. 


Mr. Turner decries our practice of requiring a $5 deposit in advance 
from each new customer for whom we install a meter. That practice is so 
solidly established throughout the country that it is no longer open to question 
by informed men. In the past it has been questioned before public service 
commissions and courts almost innumerable. Without known exception, 
they have upheld it as reasonable and valid. Today it is no longer questioned 
anywhere. 


This is entirely extraneous to the subject of a gas-rate reduction, but 
let’s explain it. Why is it necessary? If you go to a grocer or a hardware 
merchant or any other private retailer, he can refuse to credit you. Even he 
can refuse to sell to you for cash. But a public service corporation is not so 
situated. We cannot refuse service. Again, if-you take a railroad ride, you 
pay in advance for the ticket. You pay in advance for your telephone, for 
your street-car ride, for all other public services that can be measured in 
advance. But electric current and gas can’t be measured till you’ve used 
them. Therefore we not only have to sell to anyone, but we have to sell on 
credit — whether his credit be good or bad. Therefore the deposit, to protect 
our accounts and our property entrusted to the customer’s care. Remember, 
we pay 6 per cent interest on that deposit. 


But this is absurdly foreign to the gas-rate question. It is dragged in for 


the exclusive purpose of arousing prejudice. Please note that it is not we 
who offer this affront to your intelligence. 


Mr. Turner asks what guarantee we give you that gas will be up to 
standard on candlepower and heating units. None, except our honest endeavor 
to maintain the standard. The city of Atlanta conducts tests at our plant, 
and we co-operate with it. We make our own tests, too. But behind us and 
behind Atlanta is the railroad commission which could compel us to maintain 
a standard of service if we faltered. 


Mr. Turner says the company fails frequently to give any service at all. 
That is not true. Within the memory of present-day man, the gas company’s 
service has not been interrupted one minute. 


Mr. Turner tells you that we make gas for 27 cents per 1,000 cubic feet 
and sell it to you for $1. The correct figure is 27.58 cents. That is for coal, 
oil, labor, etc.—the actual manufacturing expenses at the plant, after the 
profits from by-products have been deducted. It is the initial expense. 
Thereafter come the further charges — maintenance, distribution, commercial 
expense, general expense, taxes, depreciation, interest, etc. The expense of 
manufacture is but a fraction of the total operating expense; and the total 
operating expense is but a. portion of the total expense of furnishing to you 
the 1,000 cubic feet of gas. 


Atlanta conducts the waterworks plant. Its water costs it NOTHING. 
It gets that water from the river. It charges you $1 per 1,000 cubic feet for 
the water from your faucets. Would it be logical to say the city makes $1 on 
every 1,000 cubic feet of water it furnishes to you? 


The Atlanta Gas Light Company is not controlled by the United Gas 
Improvement Company of Philadelphia, contrary to Mr. Turner’s statement. 
If it were, that would be nothing discreditable. The Philadelphia company 
is progressive and is doing a broad public work. 


Mr. Turner believes, he says, that if the Atlanta rate were lower we would 


have more consumers per mile of main. His opinion is wrong. Richmond’s 


rate is 90 cents, as against $1 here. Take that city as an illustration. The 
consumption of gas per capita of total population is greater in Atlanta than 
in Richmond. The consumption of gas per meter in use is greater in Atlanta 
than there. We have more customers in Atlanta than there are in Richmond 
— 22,927 here against 14,378 there. A bigger proportion of people use more 
gas, each, here than in Richmond. Yet Richmond has 111 consumers per mile 
of main, against 105 here. The reason is, Atlanta’s population is scattered, and 
the gas service here is better and more extensive than in Richmond. We 
serve Atlanta with 218 miles of main, against Richmond’s 129 miles. But our 
total of gas sales is 863,874,000 cubic feet per annum, against Richmond’s 
548,845,000. And yet Richmond’s rate is 90 cents. Yours is $1. Is there any 


argument left? 


Mr. Turner says we returned our franchise to the city on a valuation of 
$30,000, thereby attempting to refute our assertion that the franchise value is 
returned at $700,000 to the Comptroller. We make no return to the city. It 
is made to the Comptroller. That return shows the total value of the franchise 
at $700,000, and apportions $693,000 of that figure to the city of Atlanta. 
There is absolutely no record supporting his assertion. 


Mr. Turner says the company shows only $1,610,000 capitalization in its 
return to the railroad commission, and that the receipts shown there prove 
we make 22 per cent profit. Mr. Turner overlooks the bonded indebtedness 
of $1,150,000, which brings the figure to the real authorized capitalization of 
$2,764,000. He forgets that nothing but operating expenses have been 
deducted from the gross receipts and overlooks taxes and depreciation. He 
forgets that we are entitled to a fair return on our actual property value, 


which is at least $3,187,261. 


The question is whether Atlanta’s gas rate is fair and reasonable. 


We maintain that it is, and that we can prove our contention to any 
fair-minded man.

New York, December 4.—(Special.)—There

in its thirty-fourth anntial meeting 
criticised Postmaster General Burle- 
son and expressed the appreciation of 
the league for the co-operation of 
President Wilson. 

The Burleson criticism was for “in- 
viting the advice of congressmen rela- 
tive to the comparative qualifications 
of eligibles for fourth-class postmas- 
terships.”’ Ay he resolution declared 
that this was “in direct violation of a 
section of the civil service law and 
made the positions patronage of the 
congressmen belonging to the party in 
power.” 

Friends of the merit system were 
congratulated in the resolutions, which 
were drafted by the council of the 
league, on their successful resistance 
to and defeat of ‘a series of unparal- 
leled raids made in congress upon the 
federal civil service.’ 

Among the efforts mentioned as hav- 
“the attempt by rider on 
the postoffice appropriation bill to 
remove all assistant postmasters from 
the classifled service, the endeavor to 
vacate for patronage purposes the as- 
sistant postmasterships; a subsequent 
effort to remove all postoffice em- 
ployees from the operation of the 
merit system: the proposal through 
amendments to the Indian appropria- 
tion bill to exempt more than 100 
physicians from selection under civil 
service rules.” 

The resolutions set forth the league’s 
appreciation of the “co-operation of 
President Wilson in securing the de- 
feat of these measures.” 

Appointment of all the employees of 
the federal reserve board without re- 
gard to civil service was condemned by 
the resolutions, which also criticised a 
bill exempting commercial attaches of 
foreign ministries from civil service. 

Among the reforms recommended 
was the classification of the higher 
administrative offices, particularly col- 
lectors of customs and internal freve- 
nue offices, United States marshals 
and postmasters of the. first, second 
and third class. 

The extension of-the merit system 
to all positions in the District of Co- 
lumbia was advocated, as was the ter- 
mination of special exceptions from 
civil service through executive order 
except when approved by the federa 
civil service commission.
